In To ky o 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway pro mpt­ 
ly anno u nced the v irtual Allied 
u ltimatu m. It is a three-po int 
package: 
1. The U. N. Co mmand wo uld 
retu rn 70,000 o f 132,000 captured 
Chinese and No rth Ko reans in ex ­ 
change fo r 12,000 Allied tro o ps 
held by the Reds.
